THE DUTY OF THE CORONER. 
The Lord Chief Justice of Ireland 


eat 


ad testificandum, directed to the Governor 
Mountjoy Prison, requiring him to produce 
Austin Stack, Joseph cDonagh,  Finian 
Lynch, and Philip McMahon, now undergoing 
terms of imprisonment, in order that they ma 
be examined at the Coroner's inquest whic 
is being held into the cause of the death of 
Thomas Ashe. 
The Attorney-General, who, with Mr. Devitt 
(instructed by the Chief Crown Solicitor), ap- 
peared for the Crown, said that the notice of 
motion in this matter had been served on 
him, and he had had an opportunity of reading 
the affidavit of Mr. Duggan. That affidavit 
seemed to him to present a prima faci case 
for the production of the prisoners, and, there 
fore, he made no objection to the issue of the 
necessary order. He did not think it was 
necessary for him to take any further part in 
these proceedings. 

The Lord Chief Justice said he had to be 
eatiafied that a prim a facie case was made out. 

The Attorney-General and Mr. Devitt then 


left Court. 

Mr. Healy, K.C., M.P., with whom was Mr. 
J. Dixon (instructed by Mr. FE. J. Duggan) 
then read Mr. Duggan's affidavit, in which 
were set out some of the circumstances of the 
imprisonment of Thomas Ashe into which the 
Coroner is inquiring, and which have already 
been reported. It was proved that Ashe had 
been deprived of his boots and bedding, and 
was left for fifty hours in a bare cell, with 

nothing to sit en or sleep on; and that this 
deprivation had been inflicted upon him end 
other prisoners without inquiry or sentence. 
The exeuse offered for this ill-treatment was 
that the deceased, in combination with other 
Defence of the Realm prisoners, was engaced 
in a hunger strike, and, in pursuance of a com- 
mon design, contemplated the destruction of 
his bed clothes and prison furniture, whereupon 
the Deputy Governor did the acts complained of. 
Mr. Duggan, 'in his affidavit, eontinued :—” 
have had neeesa to several of the prisoners sub- 
jected by the Deputy Governor to similar treat- 
ment, and they have informed me, and I! 
believe, that such allegations which had pre- 
viously been made by Mr. Hanna, K.C., on be 
half of the prison authorities, are totally with- 
out foundaticn.” 

The Lord Chief Justice—It is stated in this 
affidavit :—"“ These prisoners will be able to 
prove that the allegations of the Deputy- 
Governor are wholly unfounded, and more than 
one of them will be, as I believe, able to 
show that the feeding, as done by the doctor, 
was incompetently and brutally adminiatered.” 
Tt is obvious that these men cannot give any 
legal evidence upon that point if they were 
not preaent at the feeding. 

Mr. Healy said they were not present at the 
feeding, but his case was that the forcible 
feeding was only a secondary matter—eecondary 
to the maltreatment tc which the prisoner was 
subjected by being deprived of his boots and 
bedding. 

The Lord Chief Justice said the Coroner had 
mo duty to inquire into anything but the cause 
of the death of Thomas Ashe: anrthing cle 
was outside the province of the Coroner and 
the jury. He (the Lord Chief Justice) was 
anxious that the fullest opportunity should be 
given to those who desired to have tho facts 
of the case, so far as they affect the particular 
individual, fairly and fully investigated, but he 
was anxious to avoid the inquiry being ex- 
ploited for dealing with wholly extraneous 
matters—-that was to say, the treatment of 
other prisoners in the prison. 

Mr. Healy—The only persons guilty of that 
irregularity are the counsel for the prison au: 
thorities, who introduced the case of other 
prisoners, and made their conduct a case 
against the deceased. What killed this man is 
the illegality to which he was subjected before 
the forcible feeding. I will not ask the jury 
to blame the doctor (who did not know that 
Ashe had been subjected to this treatment), 
but I will ask them to blame the Deputy- 
Governor, who had no power to inflict the 
punishment upon har prisoner. 

The Lord Chief Justice, giving judgment, 
said he greatly regretted—though he did not 
find fault with him- that the Attorney-General 
had not remained to give the Court some assist- 
ance in the considersgtion of the case. And he 
said that with all the greater force because 
while Mr. Healy was perfectly right in seying 
that the first and most substantial ground o 
which the — ion was based waa the re- 
sult of what he alleged to have been the con- 
duct of the case on the part of the learned 
counsel who represented the interests involve. 
re Healy stated, and it was in the affidavit, 

it. as « reault of the case made in that way, 
pa Bo allegations of a general conspiracy in 
which the deceased person was a ring 
leader hed been made, and wanted 
an opportunity of examining the pe 
som: alleged to have been in the conspiracy 
That he could quite understand, having re- 
gard to the altention that the case had natur- 
ally aroused. But the second and specific 
matter in reference to which these persons 
were required as witnesses was one upon 
which Mr. Healy conceived—and must  con- 
ceive—that it was wholly out of their power to 
give any legal evidence. He would be sur- 
prised: if forcible feeding was carried on in 
the presence of other prisoners. Mr. Healy 
had frankly admitted that that was not the 
case, and so it was impossible that those per- 
eons could give any legal evidence on that 

oint. But in view of the allegations made 
in the affidavit it was impossible for him to re- 
fuse this applhcation. lie must, how- 
ever, trust to the experience and know- 
ledge of the Coroner, after what hed 
transpired, to determine how far the evi- 
dence of all or any of those prisonere was 
relevant or admissible upon this question. He 
desired to point out thet Coroners’ inquests 
were hold for a apecific and particular purpose, 
namely, for the purpose of ascertaining. the 
cause of death of an individual, nothing more 
and nothing less, It was open, on investiga- 
tions of that kind, for Coroners’ juries, if they 
think fit, to go further and endeavour to 
ascertain whether blame attaches to any per- 
son, and also, if they think fit, to « portion 
the blame. In the majority of cases Coroners 
and their juries rather avoid any euch. course, 
and prefer to bring in an open verdict. “I 
think,” continued the Lord Chief Justice, “ hav- 
ing regard to the fact that the machinery 
of the Coroner's Court is not perhaps the best 
for the aacertainment of a question of that 
kind, that is a wise and prudent course in 
many cases. Whether the é ta of this case 
require a different procedure, it is not for me 
to say, but for the Coroner. I am quite cer- 
tain a will, at any rato, see the necessity of

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DUBLIN CORPORATION. 


ALLEGED VICTIMISATION OF CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 

An adjourned meeting of the Municipal Coun- 
cil of Dublin was held yesterday for the purpose 
of dealing with the agenda left undisposed of 
at the meeting on the Sth inst. 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman Laurence O’ Neill) 
presided. 

Alderman Byrne, M.P., moved a resolution 
demanding that the evidence upon Which certain 
members of the Irish Civil Service had been 
victimised by diemissal, transfer to other affices, 
or by having adverse records made sgainst 
them upon secret reports, should be produced, 
and that the officers concerned shotild be given 
a fair opportunity of meetin 
which they have been as Fin] Failin 
or the formulation 


production of the evidence, 
of direct charges, 
expunged, and those who were .victimised by 
dismissal or transfer be restored to their various 
offices. In 
merely desired to have justice done to @ aum- 
ber of civil servants in ireland. After the re- | 
belhon of last year a number of civil servants 
were dismissed from Government offices in the 
city without a particle of evidence having been 
produced to substantiate the charge against 
them; in some cases the charge had not even 
been stated. In a number of branch post offices 
men had official adverse records made against 
them for alleged association with organisations 
which were said to be inimical to the interests 
of the Btate. It was not because some of those 
young men spoke their mother tongue, and 
took part in Irish athletic games that they must 
necessari ly be rebele, and therefore unfit for the 
Civil Service. (Iiear, hear.) Mr. MacNeill’s 
speech at Derry some weeks ago threw into 
vivid relief the methods adopted by the heads 
of Government Departments. Mr. MacNeill 
charged that Major Price visited him in prison 
and asked him fof a written etatement involving 
Messrs. Dillon and Devlin in the Easter week 
rebellion. ''No witness or evidence is required,” 
said Major Price. A similar state Of affairs 
apparently existed throughout the whole of the 
Irish Civil Service. (Hear, hear.) Some per 
inside or otiteide the service, 
made the 
charges, but the men against whom the ph 
were secretly made had never been im & fear - 
tion to know what the charges were, t 
making the charges had never been produced; 
and the evidence in support of the charges had 
never been produced, and probably had never 
been asked for. In other departmente men 
had been victimised because Mr. Walter Guin.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President, in the opening, portion of his 
annual address, referred in appreciative terms to 
the life and work of clerical and la; mombers 
who had died during the year. These included 
Mr. T. Beatty (Bray), Mr. J. T. Bernard, Mr. 
J. H. Fleming, Mr. H. Meredith, Mr. Deane, 
Mr. Quinn, Mr. Fetherston, Mr. E. C. McCarthy, 
Mr. Duncan, and Mr. F. B. Ormesby. Of 
clerical members who had passed away the 
President specially referred to Dr. Robert 
Walsh, Archdeacon of Dublin, Dr. John Gwyna, 
S.F.T.C.D. (by far the most learned theologian 
in Ireland at the time of his death), and Arch- 
bishop Peacocke, to whose memory his Grace 
had already had an opportunity of offering re- 
spectful tribute. 

‘THE SHADOW OF WAR. 

Once again, continued the President,,and for 
the fourth time, our Diocesan Synod meets 
under the shadow of war. Its anxictics, 1% 
sorrows, and its hopes still preoccupy our 
thoughts, and we find it difficult to fix our 4t- 
tention on the lesser issues which come before 
use im our diocesan assemblied, where the 
machinery and organisation of the Church are 
our immediate concern, rather than the great 
spiritual truths whieh the Church is comme 
sioned to proclaim. But we have been led, I 
believe, to think more deeply of these; and 
that our minds have been diverted from smaller 
matters cannot fail to have, been good for our 
spiritual discipline. In religion it is the old

I 
think we all felt. clergy and late alike, that 
i the spirit of God was in our midet. and that 
they were belped in their common endeavour 
to learn a little more of the solace and the 
etrength which the Church and the Bible pro- 


vide. 


CHAPLAINS TO THE FORCES. 

Many of the dicecesan clergy had had 
privilege of ministering ae chaplaims to the 
soldiere and &eailora who are defending our 
homes and our liberty. Some for whom it was 
not desirable or possible that they sh yuuld leave 
their pastoral work took advantage uf the sum 
| mer holidaye to serve our armies for @ time 
i under the attepices of the Chureh Army or the 
| Y.M.C.A. Othere had undertaken double work 
at home that younger men might be released to 
| take an active part in Flanders or the Fast, 
| One clergyman undertook the oversight and re- 
sponsibility of a parish as hie own charges, 
‘that he might set free the rector for a years 
work as chaplain. (Applause.) 1 am proud 
and thankful my own work lies among men who 
have shown much a epirit of patriotism, devo 
tion, and sacrifice. The question as to the way 
in which these young clergymen are to Se 
provided for when the war is ever has been 
much in my thoughts, and I am anxious to 
bring their case to public notice, Many of them 
were in a fair wey of getting preferment when 
they resigned their curacies and went off to 
serve our soldiers. But in the majority of cases 
they did not intend to serve as army chap- 
laine throughout their lives, and indeed they 
have only temporary appointments. Most of 
them would like to come back to these United 
Dioceses when the war has been bronght to a 
happy ending. If they were ciergy of the 
Church of Eneland and had earned preferment 
their bishop could say to them—” When you 
come back I will give you a living.” But our 
agjetem does not allow me to make such pro- 
mises. All I can sav—all that I have said—™ 
“If wou come back I will try to persuade the 
Parochial and Diocesan Nominatore to consider 
your claima favourably."" Some of the best 
of the younger clergy have served or are serv- 
ing as chaplains. Their experience in that 
capacity cannot fail to improve their spiritual 
effectivences, to enlarge their vision of the 
Gospel message, to raise them above the petty 
controversies on which men ~f narrow outlook 
are sometimes tempted to epend their energis. 
1+ will not be creditable to us as a diocese if we 
fail to find a suitable sphere of work for 
those temporary chaplains when they come 
hack to us. Of curacies there is no lack, in- 
deed. and come of them will be best placed in 
curacies for a time. But then there are others, 
eenior men, who ought to be given an inde- 
pendent position if we can find it for them, 
and IT hope that parochfal nominatets, when »p- 
nortunity offers, will not forget the large claim 
which they have upon us all. For my own 
part I count their service in the Army as 
equivalent to service in the Diocese of Dublin : 
they afe serving us all while they Are serving 
their Master with the troops, and I hope we 
shall not forget it. (Applause.) 

VOLUNTEERS FOR THE MINISTRY. 

I have said that many curacies are vecant at 
present. That has caused a great deal of in 
convenience, and has made the work of incum- 
bente more laborious. The number of men in 
the Divinity School in Trinity College t at 
present very small, and until the war is over 
there is no prospect of any great increase. But 
that, of course, is what might be expected. 
Trinity men and Irish Churchmen are loyal 
men, and they have not flinched when the 
call came f prove themselves in the trenches. 
(Applause.) For yuung, strong men of every 
class at thie moment the call of duty is a call 
to arms. There must be, for some time longer, 
a deficiency in the candidates for Holy Orders 
But when the war is over I believe the Church 
will be faced with a difficulty of quite a dite 
rent kind. Numbers of young men will be re 
leased from military service, men of every class, 
officers as well as those who are serving in the 
ranks, educated men and uneducated men alike 
I anticipate that the number of aspirants to 
the sacred ministry from among them will be 
large. The highest of all motives will inspire 
some, the sense that the service of the minis- 
try is a serious and worthy oecupation wil! in- 
epire others; its social position, or even—etrange 
as thet may seem—the stipends, poor as they 
are, whi h the clergy receive may prove the 
object of ambition to others. And, human na- 
ture being what it is, unless these applications 
are very carefully sifted, there will be a real 
danger of unfit men being admitied to the 
highest of all professions. After tho Napoleonic 
Wars, and when the peace of 1816 was pro 
claimed, there was a rush of candidates for the 
ministry in Ireland. Some were very good; 
some were not so good. We must take warn- 
ing by that experience, and may make our plans 
accordingly. Certainly, we shall not be able 
for some years to come—so far as Í can see— 
to insist in every case On a University degree 
and a recognised theological qualification, as we 
have been accustomed to do in this diocese. And 
I recognise that in some cases the tremendous 
experience of a long campaign, and the call to 
serious thoughis which it bas brought, will pro 
vide an exceptional qualification which may 
counterbalance deficiencies tn edueation. Yet we 
cannot, without serious danger to the Chureh, 
admit to ite munistry any men, however seen 
ingly in earvest, without some period of proba- 
lion and some measure of training. The im 
fluence of emotion soon passes away, and great 
fervour of seal, evoked by a special and ter 
rible experience, does not always guarantee 
stability of character. And, personally, I could 
not contemplate the ordination of ex-officers, 
unless they undergo some definite traiyging in 
theology—I do not specify its precise character 
~whethber at a University or at a theological 
college. It is, perhaps, premature to speak of 
thia as yet, for the war is not over. But it is 
not too soon to indicate to young men from 
whose ranks the clergy of the next generatioa 
must be reeruited, that the profession of a 
clergyman demands net only a tense of vores 
tion—-that is the first thing--but aleo at least 
as definite education as the profession of a 
physician oF as e

But I do 
not believe that any such restriction is either 
necessary or desirable. Let the names of men 
who fought together and died together, whether 
they were Churchmen, Methodiste, Roman 
Catholics, or Presbyterian, be honoured 
together, and we eMall do something to promote 
at any rate that temper of neighbourliness and 
goodwill to our countrymen which is the fruit 
ef Christian charity. 

THE CONVENTION, 

I will not epeak of matters which touch on 

litics. As vou know, in company with a 
undred other Irishmen, I have spent the 
eummer trying to understand what are the 
dificulties—and they are great—in the way of 
peace and settled government in Ireland. We 
have been able, at any rate, to discuss the 
gravest and most controversial matters in a 
apirit of goodwill which has grown day by day. 
More I must not say now. But I ask you to 
use the prayer for the Lrish Convention which 
has been authorised. We need your prayers, 
and the knowledge that our people are bring- 
ing this great matter before God, Who rules 
the affairs of men, will help us all to a sense 
of the seriousness of the task which has been 
laid upon us, and to which no true Irishman 
dare offer less than hie best and most earnest 
endeavour. (Applause.) 

REPORT OF COUNCIL. 

The Archdeacon,/in moving the adoption of 
the report of the Diocesan Council, eaid they 
were not doing enough for the Protestant 
Orphan Society. One of the facts of the war 
would be to compel the State to deal with 
poor people in a new and more Christian way, 
but in the meantime they had to fill up the 
wap before the State stepped in to take better 
charge of the poor. They should do their 
best to keep going im an efficient state the 
existing organisations for the help of their 
own poor. i 

Captain Thompson seconded the resolution.

TEMPERANCE. 

Canon Dowse, in presenting the report of the 
‘hurch of Ireland Temperance Society, said he 

ought it was fairly satisfactory. 

Mr. H. O'Connor seconded the reso!ution. . 

Mr. W. Roberts said he believed that until 
they changed the title of the society, and made 
it the Church of «Ireland Total Abstinence 
Society, they would have no success, and would 
have just the same disgraceful report as they 
had that day. It was the moderate drinkers of 
today who. were filling the graves of the 
drunkards by and by. 

Rev. D. R. Wilson thought epeeches like that 
delivered by Mr. Roberts did a great deal of 
harm They could not dragoon people into 
being total abetainers. 

The report was adopted. 

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Rev. W. Mi Gibbon proposed the adop- 
tion of the report of the Diocesan Board of 
Missions, which he described as a report full of 
encouragement. 

Professor Carpenter seconded the resolution, 
and the report was adopted. 

FAMILY PRAYER. 

Colonel Bredin proposed :— 

That. in the opinion of this Synod, an increase 
in the practice of holding family prayer would be 
of the nimoat impertance to the well-being ef the 
home, seciety, the Church, and the nation. 

The Rev. J. C. Hanmond seconded the mo 
tion, and it was paseed. 

MISSIONS TO SEAMEN’'S INSTITUTE. 
Mr. E. W. Leach proposed a resolution a 
poring tM action of the Missions to Seamen's 
nstitute im acquiring the two sites adjoining 
the eile of their former institute, which was 
destroyed by fire during the riots last year, with 
a view to the erection of the more commodious 
institute and church, and commending the pro- 
ject to all members of the Church of Ireland 
for their interest and financial support. He 
stated the premises acquired wére Nos. 12, 13, 
and 34 iden quay. The Committee had ob 
tained A loan of £3,900 from the London Com- 
mittee for the purchase of the leases. This had 
been done, and the spirit licence attached to 
No. 14 had been extinguished. (Applause.) The 
building would. be a very fine one, but a large 
amount of money would have to be obtained 
before it could be equipped and ready for sea- 
men. It was hoped that many men would be 
able to get eomfortable beds and hatha and 
meals at reasonable rates in the institution, and 
he appealed to the Byned to give the resolution 

its hearty eupport. 

Mr. A. D. Price, who seconded the motion, 
said he thought it was the duty of the Church 
to supply temporal and spiritual needs of sea- 
men, and their temporal needs could not be 
properly provided unless there was an institute 
suitable for the purpose. 

The resolution was pageed. 

CHEAP FOOD DEPOTS. 

O'Connor moved »— 

That this Synod de appoint a committee to 

consider the posmbuity of immediately establishing 
cheap food depots to assist the poor of the city 
during the further period of the war, or of co 
operation Wilm other bodies already engaged in thie 
WOTA, 
In supporting the resolution, he said he did not 
desive it to go abroad that he had any desire to 
get into eonfliet with any of. the good work 
thal wos already going on. His reason for 
bringing tute matter betore the Synod was the 
dire aecessity of the poor of the city, The mat 
casual observer must notice that thé poor were 
in & very bad way, and that they were suffer 
ing great privations. He was satisfied there 
were A large aumber of people in Dub 
lin who were not getting sufficient food 
to nourish their bodies. It was the duty of 
the Church to seek to help the poor in the 
great crisis that had come upon the country, 
A great deal was being done for the poor 
through the various parochial agencies, but the 
demands of the times called for a wider and 
broader effort. He paid a tribute to the work 
of the Dublin Food Supply Society, and wens 
on to eay if the resolution were agreed to he 
wee prepared to nominate a committee, the 
members of which had consented to ach 
(Applauae.) 

Rev. E. G. Sullivan seconded the resolution. 

Rev. Dr. Anderson commended the work of 
the Mencicity Institution, which easisted all 
creeda. 

Mr, Fitzpatrick said it appeared to him that 
a evufficient case had not been made to establish 
yet another agency. He thought a great deal 
of the unemployment in Dublin was largely 
due to the unemployed themselves, 

Rev. T. C. Hemmond supported the resolu- 
tion. ! 

Mr. F. Donaldson thought there were too 
many charitable organisations in Dublin, and 
that idleness waa really encouraged or 
possible amongst a certain class of people. 

Mr. Maconchy, while accepting the. principle 
of the resolution, suggested that the object 
they all had at heart would be better attained 
by a general resolution expressing sympathy 
with the subject. Me proposed an amendment 
to that effect. :

We'cannot base much hope, however, upon 

the action of the Baltic Fleet; for, unless 


destroyed by the demoralising influence of 
the Revolution, the occupation of Oesel 
could never. haye been effected at 
all. By all normal standards of jadg- 
ment the island might have been re- 
garded: as virtually impregnable. Oesel, 
an fsland of some five hundred square 
miles in extent, was itself very strongly 
fortified. Its guns, moreover, covered ex- 
tensive ' minefields. Finally, its situa- 
tion lying close inshore, and divided 
from the meiniand only by the narrow 
Moonsund, was admirably adapted for 
naval action through this channel against 
an enemy attempting an amphibious 
operation. Despite all these advan- 
tages and the. Germats’ extensive 
advertisement of their design during 
the past few weeks, the island was occu- 
pied with negligible opposition. Apparently 
the enemy were able to:eweep a passage 
through the minefields unmolested. Then 
followed a rapidly ‘successful attack of 
Dreadnoughts on coast defences which 
runs counter to the whole experience of the 
war. The operation ef landing was ¢ar- 
ried out, certainly on the German side with 
admirable efficiency, but without any 
attempt by the Russian Fleet to strike at 
the highly vulnerable communications of 
the landing forces. “The Baltic Fleet is, of 
course, numerically much inferior to the 
German Fleet; but it is a force, by no 
means inconsiderable in numbers of ships 
or weight of guns, with which the enemy, 
in view of their naval commitments in the 
North Sea, might well have refused to 
risk a decisive engagement. Somé part of. 
the Russian Fleet has now intervened. Its 
intervention, however, has come too late. 
Ocsel is overrun by the enemy, and its 
capital, Arensberg, in their hands. A posi- 
tion of vital importance has thus been 
handed over to the Germans without any 
serious blow being struck in its defence. 
The efficiency and moral of the Russian 
Army and Navy, though clearly the most 
important factors in the situation, are, 
however, incaleulable factors, They may 
improve, as the conditions of revolutionary 
forces have frequently done under no other 
stimulus than that of defeat; they may 
deteriorate into complete disintegration. We 
can only review the outlook as if the con- 
ditions of the Russian forces were constant 
and normal.

CHEVRONS FOR WAR SERVICE.

The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement:—As Mr. Macpherson 
announced in the House of Commons, a chevron 
or chevrota (to be worn on uniform) will be 
issued to every soldier who serves overseas in 
a tre of war. Soldiers who enteréd a 
theatre of war in 1914 will be given a red 
chevron, and those whose service in a theatre 
of war began subsequently to 1914 will be given 
a blue chevron. A soldier will become entitled 
to wear « chevron as goon as it may be practic- 
able to issue it to him efter he enters a theatre 
of war. An additional chevron (blue) will be 
given for each aggregate of twelve months of 
such service. Thus a soldier who has served, ¢.¢., 
in France for twelve months will receive two 
chevrons, and for twenty-four months three 
The above will apply to 
officers as well as other ranks. Only service on 
full pay will be reckoned as qualifying service

pied Belgium. We know that the Germans have 
syetomaticaily devastated and destre-ed Bel. 
gium, that they have burnt its towns, outraged 
and deported iis inhabitants, and destroyed, 
with German thoroughness, ite factories and in- 
dustrial machinery. And now we ara asked to 
believe that they are keeping the roads and 
railways in repair, because they wish the 
Belgian population to be able to continue to 
uso them. Nor has the Rhine Convention any 
more relevance. The Netherlands Government 
themselves refused to be bound by the Scheldt 
Treaties when it was a question of the Fnirnte 
Puwers removing Gorman prizes from Antwerp. 
{t ie moreover, very doubtful if the Rhine Con- 


vention applies at all to the inland waterways 
leading from Netherland territory into Belgium 
Bot. as has already been gaid, all these arg t- 
frente are futile. in view of the admission of 
the Netherlands Government, that, if the sand 
and gravel are to be used for military purpoer ‘, 
their action is indefensible. 

What are the broad facts of the question? 
The ordinary pré-war requirements for the up 
keep of the Belgium roads and =  rnilwaye 
amounted to about 1,320,000 tons annually, This 
eould tw suppli d mare than four times over 
from the Beleian quarries, and we know that 
the Kelgian quarries are now worked to their 
fullest extent, In addition, large quentities of 
sand and gravel are passing into Belgivin over 
the German railways; and, further, large 
quantities are going from Holland itself in the 
shape of sand and gravel of Dutch origin, and 
ihe traffie on the Belgian roads and railwaye, 
except for military purposes, is abeolutely in- 
On the other hand, the demand 
in reapect of roads, in the area of military 
operations, for trenches, dug-outs, and pill. 
boxes, ie enormous. To meet it, the Germans 
nre importing eand and gravel by every means 
in their power, and that going by way of Hol- 
land is no small part of the total. 

This year. from January Ist to August 15th, 
the Germans imported into Belgium, ia 
Holland, over 3,000,000 tons, and in the second 
half of August the traffic was at the rate of 
5.000000 tona per annum.

DEATH OF FAMOUS IRISH

We regret to annoumce the death of Mr. 


Sunday at his residence, St. Dculdugh’s, 
Raheny, County Dublin. Mr. Hone, who was 
a native of the City of Dublin, was born in the 
year 1831, and began life as an engineer. At 
the age of 22 he went to Paris, where he studied 
During 

“seventeen years that he spent in France he 
was in close friendship with Corot, Millet, 
Harpignies, and others of the Barbizon School. 
On succeeding to considerable property on the 
death of an uncle he returned to his native 
country, and settled in Dublin, where soon 
afterwards lie married a daughter of the late 
Mr. John Jameson. Mr. Hone was a man of a 
remarkably quiet and retiring disposition. A 
constant worker, he continued to paint almost 
till the end of his life. Many of his important 
pictures are hung in the Dublin galleries, and 
he is also represented at the Luxembourg and 
at Johannesburg.

THE .KAISER’S VISIT TQ 
CONSTANTINOPLE. — 


A Constantinople telegram states that exten- 
sive preparations are being made for the im- 
pending visit there of the German Emperor. 
The streets will be gaily decorated, and the 
Kaiser will be received by the Suitan’s con, 
Prince Zia Eddin; the Turkish Ambassador in 
Berlin, Hakki Pasha; and the Minister of War, 
Enver Pasha, at the railway station at Kute- 
chuk Tchekmedge, a few miles from Constanti- 
nople. The Suitan himself will receive the 
Kaiser at Constantinople Station, surrounded 
by the Imperial Princes, the members of the 
Cabinet, the Senaic, and the Chamber of ‘De- 

uties. The two Monarchs, accompanied by 
inver Pasha, will drive to the Palace, at which 
the German Emperor will reside. 


GERMANY’S NEED OF PEACE, 


In well-informed diplomatic circles in 
Athens (states the correspondent of the Morning 
Post) the belief is held that Germany is about 
to make new peace proposals. Amongst the 
reasons for this step is the imminént danger of 
a split between Germany and her allies. The 
Austrian Emperor is known to be utterly out of 
sympathy with he Kaiser's war aims, the Bul- 
garians are working for a separate peace, and 
the Turks, it is declared, are also ready to 
abandon the sinking ship.

Any 
colourist must learn his work by copyimg the 
Venetians: Of course, you can never do a really 
good copy of Titian, bus it is extraordinary 
what a clever painter can do with Paul 
Veronese. I used to copy Ziem, who was a 
living painter, and Claude.” 

It was at Barbizon that Mr. Flone first sottied 
down to be a landscape painter exclusively. 
There he lived and worked with Jean Frangois 
Millet Charles Jacque. “ When I knew 
Millet first,” 
when he sold a picture through the agency of a 
model for forty francs! I knew all the Barbizon 
people well.” I asked rd eagerly, about these 
great men, who to me, of two generations later, 
seorned sins legendary figures. What had he 
to say of Rousseau? Well, I saw very little 
of him: he didn’t come much to Barbizon; 
but I saw more of him at Fontainebleau when 
-t painted there afterwards. He was rather a 
morose and eolitary fellow. Millet was charm- 
ing. I used to dine often with Corot. 
Henri Harpignies was my particular friend. | 
had to return to Ireland at intervals to look 
after my affairs here, and he always came to 
meet me when I went back to France. He used 
to run up to me when he saw me and kiss me 
on both cheeks. le was the only one of them 
who did that.” Manet? “ Yes, I knew Manet 
also. He was a reguiar dandy in appearance, 
always well got up and elegant. He looked 
much more tike a mere man of fashion than an 


and 


artiat.”" 

Mention of Ziem and Harpignies led me to 
sry that I had once been told by an insurance 
expert that the most long-lived classes in the 
community were artiste and judges. Ziem was 
ninety when he died, and Rarpiewlen ninety- 
three. Titian is supposed to have nearly covered a 
century. “ [ can understand the case of artists 
being long-lived,” said Mr. Hone, “ particularly 
landscape painters, who are so much in the 
open air. was never very strong constitu- 
tionally, and I'm the patriarch of these parts 
I'm sure | wouldn't have been alive if 


now. 
Harpignies was 


I waan't a landscape painter. 
only six years older than Í am. 

Looking at the splendidly preserved old man, 
and listening to his animated talk, ranging over 
all manner of topics, from reminiscences of the 
Crimean years in Paris to the kinds of oil 
used in painting, it was fmpossible to realise 
that he was eighty-seven years of ago. I asked 
him how long he had worked in France, and 
he told me seventeen years. ' Then I spent a 
of years in Italy. I painted a good 
desi, too, in Faypt. It's a pleasant place to 

aint in. The little Mussulman boys are mueh 
etter behaved towards painters than is the 
average little Christian boy. One of them used 
to take charge of me, and keep strangers and 
flies away with a horse-hair whisk whenever I 
set up my easel ont of doors.”’ 

[ asked Mr. Hone what public galleries ex- 
uibited exanyples of his work. “Only the 
galleries in Dublin,” he replied at first, but he 
added: “ Lane, I believe, got the Luxembourg 
to hang a picture of mine, too, I've never. of 
course, seen it there.” We both foryot that 
Lane had also presented a fine Hone to 
Johannesburg; and I wonder did the artist ever 
hear that Lane embroiled himself with eome of 
the Trustees of the Tale Gallery in the vain 
effort to induce them te accept another. For. 
strange and ignorant as seach a refusal now 
seems, and will seem, it so occurred. 

Looking back, it seems hard to realise that 
such a strong link with the romantic past is 


broken, that eueh a great artist has done al! 
his work. In these dave, when so many young 
enreers of promise are broken at the outset, 
there is consolation in thinking that to one fine 
personality, at least, of our time were given 
long years full of achievement and a quiet end- 
ing. |

The Amsterdam Tyd reports from Germany 
that Dr. Michaelis will soon be replaced by 
Herr von Kuehlmann. 

At a meeting of the Socialist Party, hel 
yesterday in Berlin, says an Amsterdam tele- 
gram of Sunday's date, Herr Scheidmann 
deplored the fact that the enemies of Germany 
should scoff at her desire for peace.

ADMIRAL CAPELLE’S

| BLIND IRISH BOY.

IN EGYPT. 

lt was in Egypt that he had a chance of 
serving under Surgeon-General Sur Richard 
Ford. He believed it was contrary to tho 
King’s Regulations to praise or give a teste- 
monial to your superior officer. He expected it 
was very seldom done. (Laughter.) But he 
should like to say that they had found Sir 
Wichard, not only very helpful to the Red Cross,

tor. At Egvpt they had a convalescent home 
with 1,400 beds. You could imagine what, a 
rélief it was for men who had heen out in kne 
burning dosert *o. get into this httle oasis for 
two or three days.

A special feature there 
“was the conceris or entertainments that they 
gave to the men. In Egypt they had. toa,- Red 
Cross kitchens—in fact, there was a Red Cross 
kitchen attached to every military hospital in 
the Mediterranean—in which the cooking was 
oone by ladies. When won went inth those 
tents and saw thece ladie< standing over the 
stove hathed and drenched in perspiration in 
the hottest pzrt of the day, you said that this 
was a noble cutv. 
IN SALONIKA. 

He came now t Salonika. They had found 
a very helpiul friend of the Bed Cross in Sir 
Bryan Mahon. ‘They had at Salonika a con- 
valescent home for nurses, a club for nurses, 
and tearoonis for nurses. There were 6ix 
nations fightyng shoulder to shoulder; but if 
you went out into the streets of Salonika you 
would see eighteen nationalities there. lt was 
sometimes asked why should we help nations 
other than our own. But we should heln them 
ust as England sent troops to Frence and 
"áil to Italy. There was really only one 
front. They hed tried specially to help the 
Ferbians. The Serbians had been driven out 
of their own country. They got to the coast of 
Albania, having lost thousands and tens of 
thousands of men. They were taken across, and 
once more they had taken their place, serving 
their country, and had fought like tigers, and 
had eventually. got a foothold in Monastir. 
When you saw these men lying in their tents. 
under the Louchs of trees, wounded and 
maimed, von felt that there was nothing we 
could not do for that nation. We came to Ital 
now. Tho Red Cross, of course, did all ther 
eould to help the Jtaliams there. They had 
hospitals. hut before that they had-had a num- 
her of moter ambulances, which were working 
up in. the firing line. 

SIX POUNDS A MINUTE. | 

os And now, said Sir Courtauld, ' Í come to 
one tgure which | said I should mention, and 
that w, that it costs £6 a minute to carry out 
cur Ked Cross work. £6 a minute—that is a 
jarge sur.

The same method could 
be applied throughout the three Southern pro- 
vinces. Instead of a director-in-chief they could 
imagine Sir. William. Goulding, with his com- 
mittee of business men, controlled by bis small 
committee, with his organisers under him, an 
dealing with every cognate trade that it was 
ssible to find in the directory of Dublin. Mr. 
ood would hand to the gentleman who upder- 
took control in each particular trade a similar 
chart, in which that gentleman would find his 
name at the top. It was his own Intention to 
suggest that the head of a firm or board of 
directors should estate to. the controller the 
amount of money they were prepared to pay on 
the subscription list, not made up from whet 
they thought they could spare, but from the 
needs as they had been laid down that after- 
noon. (Applause.) Every section would become 
a work in itself—drapers, insurance companies, 
banks, or shipping companies, and then they 
would see going to the Jrish Times Fund, not 
5 or £25, but £1,500 from such 
and such an association, with the 
names of the firms subscribing, and 
he had no hesitation in saying that, when they 
were all collected, the sum from those sources 
alone would be near £50,000, and the small coi- 
lections would pass that. 


WHAT THEY NEEDED: 
He was told the other day that they were 


[going for something more than they could 


achieve. His experience in dealing with the 
public, and particularily the generous Irisa 
public, was not to tell them what was wanted, 
but what was needed, and they would respond. 
They wanted fifty or sixty thousand pounds, but 
that did not sum up the needs of their men at 
the Front; those needs went far beyond that. 
He wanted that idea to spread from Dublin 
into the counties before he had time to get to 
them and ask for similar organisations. The 
deeply interesting letter he held was sent to @ 
board of directors by the employés of a firm 
suggesting and asking that they might be per- 
mitted amongst themselves to subscribe to the 
Red Cross Fund, the money to be collect 
each week and each month, and to be for- 
warded to the Jrish Times as the collection of 
the employés of that firm. (Applause.) Two 
other firms had asked that a similar thing might 
be done. That was the spirit wanted from the 
bottom of the ladder to the top. 

A penny a week seemed a small thing, but 1! 
would be worth £2 a month from one of these 
firms. ‘There were some thousands of firms in 
Dublin alone, and if all employés did the same 
thing it would make a nice littie income for the 
Red Cross Society. Such a course might be 
adopted by every establishment in the city; 
when he said every establishment he said it 
with confidence, because the fund they were col 
lecting for was a neutral fund, to which every 
man could subscribe with a clear conscience. 
(Applause.) It was a fund for the aid of suffer 
ing humanity, and he included their enemies, 
should they suffer. They had read of a German 
soldier who saved the life of an Irish officer 
by holding a severed artery for two hours in a 
shel hole. (Appiause.) Displaying a picture 
by Mr. Caulfield Urpen of a & Jdier, nurse, and 
doctor, Mr. M'Laughlin said that the “Our Day” 
appeai Was tor these thre It was the longest 
“day” any of them had gone through yet—it 
started three years ago and had continued ever 
since.

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PETROL RESTRICTIONS.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—On reading your notice in to-day’s issue 
calling attention to the new Spirit Restrictions 
Order one is inclined to ask: Are the military 
authorities themselves doing what they should 
in curtailing the necessary use of petrol? Any 
right-minded motorist will agree that, under 
existing circumstances, motoring cannot be 
justified except on the grounds of absolute 
necessity, but, as one watches the streeta of 
Dublin and sees the care being driven about by 
young officers, one is inclined to ask if all this 
is necessary. We are told that motor vehicles 
enrolled for war service are exempt from the 
restrictions imposed by the Order only while 
they are actually emplored on euch service, 
Do the authorities make any inquiries as to 
whether the cars we see being driven about by 
oficers every day, and all day, through the 
etreets of Dublin are being used solely for euch 
purpose? For instance, an officer residing in 
the outskirts of Dublin may drive his car each 
morning into hospital or barracks, as the case 
may be, when he has train or tram, or perhaps 
both, at his disposal; he may use his car when 
he goes out to lunch in the afternoon, and 
finally may drive home again in the evening. 

Í am a busy man, and my time is fairly valu- 
able. yet a few daye ago, having an engage- 
ment out of Dublin, I was obliged to leave my 
house at 8 o'clock in the morning to eatch an 
early train. My business lasted half an hour, 

( T waa unable to get back into town before 
2.5) p.m. With my car I could have been back 
to my business within 24 houra from leaving, 
if I-had been able to use it. The use of petrol 
must be controlled for the eesential use of the 
country, but Tet economy be exercised by the 
anthorities themselves, and then we motoriete 
will have nothing to complain about.—Yours, 
et “A Morontsr.”’
